Stay on menu extended 
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Tribute bands livin’ on pennies— or a prayer— while helping 
fans relive the glory days through rock, hip-hop favorites

From the first notes of “Jump,” the audience is sold. Fists pump, cell phone cameras 
snap pictures of the band and the crowd bobs in time with the Van Halen classic. 

When one particularly forward young lady runs her hands up the guitarist’s 
blue pleather pants, Jeff Klaproth, known on stage as Jeff Jackson, doesn’t bat an 
eyeliner-blackened eye. 

It’s almost midnight on a Saturday at Joe’s Bar in Old Town, and the crowd is 
eating up the heavy metal swagger of Hairbanger’s Ball, an unabashed party band 
that covers the biggest and glitziest ’80s metal hits at about 150 shows a year. 


“Our sets are pretty much geared toward 
nonstop, in-your-face rock show from A to 
Z, from the moment we start to the moment 
we’re done with the last note,” singer Scott 
Renslow (onstage, Scotty Von Blazin) said 
before the gig. Renslow, who looks like Mot- 
ley Crue frontman Vince Neil and growls like 
a young David Lee Roth, adds, “We keep it 
right in their face the whole night.” 

While Chicago long has been known for 
its original music, it’s also a hotbed of cover 
and tribute bands that rock the life back into 
dusty favorites. Metal heads, classic rockers 
and hip-hop lovers alike can enjoy local bands 
that often go to extraordinary lengths to re- 
produce the sound, look and vibe of the origi- 
nal performers. 

This weekend signals an outdoor re-emer- 
gence for the scene, with the bill for Mayfest 
in Lakeview including seven cover bands. 
Hairbanger’s Ball will perform, as will Mike 
& Joe and Maggie Speaks, which both play a 
variety of cover songs. 

“In this region, cover bands are extremely 
popular,” said Mike & Joe guitarist/singer Joe 
Valentino, “in every side of the city inside the 
city Why I couldn’t exactly say” 

The scene’s exact scope is difficult to pin 
down, but Valentino, who also manages a 
handful of cover bands, estimates there are 
“hundreds” of working cover and tribute 
bands in the area. The more successful ones, 
he said, number about 100. 

They command a wide range of fees, but 


$3,000 to $8,000 a night is within reason for 
a top cover band, Valentino said. 

“The bands that are the most successful, 
the handful— and it’s literally a handful— that 
reach the A level, can make really good, solid 
livings,” he said. “I don’t know that we’re go- 
ing to be millionaires.” 

Even if they’re not selling out Soldier Field, 
cover artists often go to extremes to make 
their performances authentic. 

Eric Michaels, the “Paul McCartney” in 
Beatles tribute band American English, cuts 
his hair every three months to maintain a 
precise length. The band spent months per- 
fecting a note-for-note rendition of the ‘Ab- 
bey Road” album and even wears perfectly re- 
created costumes, down to the medallions on 
their chests in Sgt. Pepper’s-era attire. 

“Beatles fans are pretty discerning,” Mi- 
chaels said. For them, “it’s like going to see a 
Mozart concert. [They say], ‘Don’t start fid- 
dle-faddling with it. It’s, like, special to us.’ ” 

Nearly all local performers declined to di- 
vulge their ages to RedEye. The music, they 
said, is ageless. Some even balked at disclosing 
their real names. 

John Cordogiannes, known as C-Note in 
the hip-hop cover band Too White Crew, said 
he spent days searching thousands of samples 
to get the perfect sound of a diesel truck en- 
gine stalling for a cover of “Rump Shaker.” 

“We’re doing something that is so fresh and 
musically off the charts,” he said. The goal, ac- 
cording to Cordogiannes, is for audiences to 


be able to “close their eyes and hear the origi- 
nal music. It’s almost impossible to deny us 
some level of credentials.” 

Dark Star Orchestra, a Grateful Dead 
tribute band, is full of Deadheads who know 
both their instruments and historic Dead set 
lists. Dark Star plays entire set lists of specific 
Dead shows, improvising, according to key- 
boardist Rob Barraco, in a way that works for 
the show’s time period. 

“Vh actually have a lot of fans who follow 
[Dark Star Orchestra},” he said, like the Grate- 
ful Dead. Performers say the common thread 
with the hotter cover bands is an ability to con- 
nect concert-goers with the past. Often, as at 
the Hairbanger’s Ball show earlier this month, 
audience members get to hear the soundtrack 


to some of their best memories. 

“These guys are a blast,” said Roberto 
Merconi, 40, of Norridge, as the band cycled 
through tunes such as Ozzy Osbourne’s “Cra- 
zy Train” and AC/DC’s “Hell’s Bells.” Usually, 
he said, “guys don’t dance. [Here], you got the 
geek squad, they’re jamming.” 

Some fans take their appreciation even fur- 
ther. Hairbanger’s bassist Sam Ruppert, aka 
Sean Jovi, says he’s seen more “private parts 
than I care to, men and women.” 

But if the crowd is having a good time, the 
bands say they are too. 

“It’s all about catering to the audience,” said 
Edward Bloom, lead singer for Rolling Stones 
tribute band Hot Rocks. “I like to see people 
having a good time.” ggarvey@tribune.com

“This movie is very stupid and not that 
funny” ^t with only 90 -second skits to 
draw on, co-writers Forte, John Solomon 
andJormaTaccone (who also directed) have 
room to play with this affectionate riff on 
MacGyver and ’80s action movies, which has 
the benefit of Kristen Wiig and straight-man 


Ryan Phillippe as MacGruber ’s backup. 

The verdict: “MacGruber” isn’t the skit’s 
one joke over and over again. Instead, it’s 
a lot of butt- and poop-related jokes made 
repeatedly which isn’t better. That unfortu- 
nate fixation aside, this incredibly siUy film 
earns some laughs by putting an incompe- 
tent moron into dangerous situations while 
avoiding any “Naked Gun”-style slapstick. 

Or becoming as clever as it wants to be. 
“MacGruber” puts the “sort of” in “sort of 
funny” which, on a spectrum populated with 
both “Wayne’s World” and “It’s Pat,” regis- 
ters as both a relief and a disappointment.

Mmm ... (Italian) doughnuts

Little Italy’s been buzzing about Aldino’s since chef 
Dean Zanella (right, formerly of 312 Chicago) and 
Scott Harris (Mia Francesca, The 
Purple Pig, Nella Pizzeria Napole- 
tana) opened the rustic Italian eatery 
in March. And so have we. But we 
couldn’t help but wonder whether the 
supper-club vibe we love at dinner 
would drag us down during brunch. 

Luckily, Zanella trades dinner’s 
meat- and pasta-focused menu for 
seasonal salads, fresh fruit, homemade 
granola, and lots of eggs— baked, 
poached, folded into frittatas and 
popped into spaghetti carbon- 
ara— while following through on his 
whole-hog philosophy with house- 
made sausage. Further allaying our 
concerns, the room’s mascuHne, dark-wood trim and 
tin ceilings provide a nice Stmday-morning sanctuary; 
low light lets the sun peek in beautifully. 

Don*t miss: Frittatas ($10), whether the rotat- 
ing “local market” special with seasonal veggies and 
cheese, or the always-available version, stocked with 
just enough Italian sausage, roasted peppers and goat 


cheese to get some of each in every bite. Topped with 
arugula and accompanied by crispy potatoes, no won- 
der it’s a house favorite. If a sweet tooth dictates your 
brunch order, lemon ricotta pancakes ($9) 
served with blueberry compote are a must. 

Pass on: Mamma Zanella’s rhubarb and 
walnut coffee cake ($3). Actually we liked 
this moist cake alright (though we wish 
it had been served warm), but up against 
cream-filled, made-to-order bomboloni 
(sphere-shaped Italian doughnuts, right, 
two per order, $4), it falls flat. 

On the side: Pork sausage ($4), made in 
house. After tasting these hearty slices of 
well-seasoned fatty sausage, you’ll never 
want the short-order processed stuff 
ever again. 

Is it lunchtime yet? For a meal with 
more lunch appeal, choose from two pa- 
nini, one with fontina cheese and arugula ($8) with a 
side of roasted tomato soup, and one with porchetta, 
fennel and roasted garlic ($9). 

On your way out: Stop at Aldino’s Market, a 
relaxed mini-store, deli and outdoor patio situated 
on the backside of the sit-down restaurant. Though 
you’ll likely be too full to indulge in the market’s clas- 



sic meatball sub, you can pick up fresh ingredients 
and garden veggies to spice up Sunday dinner. 

Worth the trip back for: Bomboloni. These dough- 
nuts are so melt-in-your-mouth delicious, we ditched 
formalities (i.e. our forks) and bit right in. We’ve been 
dreaming about them ever since. 

Crowd surfing: Reflective of the Taylor Street-area 
crowd, brunchgoers are a mix of UIC students (some 
with their ’rents), young professionals sipping wine in 
groups and pairs, and dolled-up empty nesters.

Make the most 
of city’s harvest 

Welcome back, farmers markets! ^5CbVe missed you terribly 

Many of the cit/s markets opened for the 
summer last weekend, and already the/re 
dishing up lots of delicious veggies (mmm, as- 
paragus), cheeses, meats and other locally pro- 
duced and grown products. It might seem a 
little sparse right now— not a whole lot grows 
well during Chicago springs— but by midsum- 
mer, expect a virtual bounty of choices. 

While we— and the fruits and vegeta- 
bles —are warming up to the farmers mar- 
kets, IVe got a few tips for making your trip 
more pleasurable, educational and maybe a 
little thriftier. 

» Make the rounds at your neighborhood 
farmers market as well as others around the city Not only will you 
find a variety of farmers and products, but the prices may vary too. 
Plus, it’s a good excuse to explore another ’hood. 

Jt Ask questions and talk to your local farmers. They can help with 
recipe ideas, recommend products and explain how their products are 
grown (sustainable, organic, conventional, etc.). 
j» Buy produce during peak season for the greatest variety, taste and 
price. Of course, everything offered at the markets is in season, but 
early arrivals or late stragglers usually cost more. 

» Go beyond produce. The markets also offer eggs, meats, cheeses, 
baked goods and tofu, among other things. They might be a little 
pricey, but the quality usually is much better than anything you’ll find 
at a grocery store. 

» Chef demonstrations are worth watching. Some markets — Green 
City Market, for one— host demos that feature local chefs showing 
off their skills and favorite recipes. It’s a good chance to see— and 
maybe taste— how they do it. 

• Pick up some plants of your own. Right now, markets are selUng a 
variety of vegetable, herb and even fruit starter plants. Grow them in 
containers or in your backyard, and you’ll have fresh stuff before you 
know it.

Cloudy judgment 

Predicting voicanic ash drift is a chalienging— and controversial— process

LONDON When ash spews from an Icelan- 
dic volcano, lo British scientists using laser 
sensors, satellite pictures and a specially 
equipped jet must tell the world where it’s 
going. 

The grit can block flight paths and shut 
airports, so the fate of millions of travelers, 
and billions in revenue, rides on the projec- 
tions of the Volcanic Ash Advisory Center 
in Exeter, about 200 miles southwest of 
London. 

Their British base— one of nine global 
volcanic ash advisory centers— has been 
on high alert since Iceland’s Eyjafjallajokull 
volcano erupted in April, shutting down 
global travel for five days. It has caused 
sporadic disruption since then, closing 
London’s Heathrow and Amsterdam’s 
Schiphol Airport— two of Europe’s busiest 
hubs —last weekend. 

One rattled airline executive— Ryanair’s 
Michael O’Leary— already has attacked 
the “imaginary black plumes” predicted 
by the team’s computing models, which 


he blames for prompting excessive caution 
and wrongly curtailing air traffic. 

“When you get a big volcanic event, it 
gets very very busy and very very stress- 
ful,” said Tony Hall, director of the Na- 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric Admin- 
istration’s Alaska Volcanic Ash Advisory 
Center in Anchorage. 

“These things can go on for weeks, or 
months— it can be a very stressful time,” 
said Hall, who has had contact with his col- 
leagues in London since Eyjafjallajokull’s 
eruption. 

Some tour operators and airlines say 
they’re skeptical that the scientists can 
make any accurate long-term predictions. 

Erances Tuke, a spokeswoman for 
ABTA, the association of British travel 
agents, said the new charts can go only so 
far to eliminate travelers’ uncertainty 

“It is helpful, but we do have to give it 
a degree of caution. Our experience has 
shown so far that this is quite a dynamic 
situation that can change rapidly” she said. 


HOW DO THEY DO IT? 

The scientific model used to predict the 
spread of ash-and other dangerous 
particles-was developed to track 
contamination from the 1986 Chernobyl 
nuclear reactor disaster. But the scien- 
tists themselves acknowledge their 
predictions can be sketchy and warn 
that long-term forecasts rarely are 
correct. They caution that all estimates 
of ash movement can quickly become 
outdated as wind patterns change. 

^ 

But Ryanair’s O’Leary said the new 
charts should be scrapped, and the entire 
process of predicting the ash cloud’s move- 
ment overhauled. 

“It is frankly ridiculous that the flight 
plans of millions of air passengers across 
Europe are being disrupted on a daily basis 
by an outdated, inappropriate and imagi- 
nary computer-generated model, and it 
is time that these charts were done away 
with,” he said.

Nikki Cascone, Season 4 contestant and 
one of the instructors. 

The site was created byjeff Goldenberg, 
founder of Post Oaks Productions, a lead- 
ing provider of live and virtual consumer 
training. He approached Bravo with the 
concept after getting hooked on the show 
Given the green light, he hired trained 
chef Anthony Hoy Long and “Top Chef” 
judge and culinary expert Gail Simmons to 
write the curriculum. 

Both Simmons and Long are culinary 
school graduates, and they wanted to de- 
velop a program they felt was professional 
but also would resonate with home cooks. 

While graduates won’t come out pro- 
fessional chefs, “if you take this program 
to the end you will have, I believe, a really 
strong knowledge of the kitchen,” Sim- 
mons says. 

Instructors include Season 2’s Marcel 
Vigneron, known for his ambitious cook- 
ing techniques— and hairstyle— and the 
behatted Spike Mendelsohn from Season 
4. The courses are unhurried, with instruc- 
tors going through the process in a me- 
thodical fashion. 

“These guys are real chefs. They cook in 
restaurants every night. %u’re really get- 
ting one-on-one access to a professional 
chef,” said Long, who is culinary director 
of the online school. 


THE COURSE 

The program, 
which costs 
$25 a month or 
$200 for year- 
long access, 
begins with the 
basics-knife 
skills, pantry 
stocking-and 
moves on to 
stocks, soups, 
vegetables, pro- 
teins and des- 
sert before fin- 
ishing up with 
global cuisine 
and advanced 
techniques.
